Mr.  Chaiman  and  Councillors, 

I bos'  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  concerning’  the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  Urban 
District  for  1970, 

In  general  terns  I can  report  that  the  health  and  ■welfare  of  the 
district  population  is  good.  However  the  population  has  again  dropped 
by  170  according  to  the  Registrar  Generals*  estinate.  This  brings  the 
figure  to  29,780*the  first  tine  the  population  has  dropped  below  30,000 
since  1962.  The  peak  population  was  30,930  in  1965  which  means  a loss 
of  1,078  in  five  years. 

The  number  of  births  rose  by  6 to  380  giving  a birth  rate  of  12,7 
per  1,000  population  (E,  &,  V/,  16  per  1,000), 

Tile  number  of  deaths  increased  by  29  to  365  giving  a death  rate  of 
12,2  per  1,000  population. 

There  were  5 infant  deaths,  three  fev/er  than  in  1969,  giving  an 
infant  mortality  rate  of  13,1  per  1,000  live  births  (E,  &.  V/,  18  per  1,000). 

The  number  of  notifications  of  infectious  disease  was  317,  Of 
these  163  \fere  measles  (still  feeling  the  effects  of  the  vaccine  hold  up) 
and  134  cases  of  infective  jaundice.  There  were  three  notifications  of 
pulnonary  tuberculosis. 

During  the  year  3,394  meals  were  served  by  the  V/,R.V.S,,  which  is 
supported  financially  by  the  Council,  The  chiropody  service  for  old 
people  still  functions  v/ell  and  it  too  is  assisted  by  the  district 
Council, 

I think  that  the  Housing  Connittee  deserve  praise  for  the  way  in 
which  they  have  supported  ne  in  obtaining  structural  alterations  to 
their  houses  to  assist  old  and  handicapped  persons,  VJhile  it  is  possible 
to  build  a few  pur pose- type  bungalows  for  the  handicapped  it  is  not 
feasible  to  cater  for  every  type  of  disability  and  I think  that  houses 
nust  be  adapted  according  to  the  needs  of  the  patient, 

I wish  to  thank  the  Chairnan  and  Ivlenbers  of  the  Health  Connittee 
for  their  support  during  the  year,  I wish  to  thank  as  well,  ny  colleagues 
in  other  departments  for  their  help  and  co-operation  and  especially  to 
the  health  department  staff  for  their  unfailing  loyalty  and  for  the 
endless  vinobtrusive  work  which  they  administer  so  well.

Measles 


There  were  163  cases  notified,  103  more  than  in  1969,  Undoubtedly 
this  increase  v/as  due  to  the  lack  of  measles  vaccine.  This  caused  a break- 
down in  the  irmunisation  prograrane  for  several  months. 


Infective  Jaundice 


Tliere  were  134  cases  notified.  This  is  a most  unpredictable 
disease.  The  incubation  pe^^iod  can  vary  from  10  to  50  days  and  this  makes 
prevention  very  difficult. 

Infectious  hepatitis  is  caused  by  a virus  and  it  is  spread  both  by 
droplet  spray  or  by  the  bowel.  Toilet  hygiene,  therefore,  becomes  the 
most  important  factor  in  preventing  the  spread  of  the  disease.

There  v/ere  12  cases  notified.

Three  cases  were  notified.  Of  these  tv/o  had  no  record  of 
immunisation  but  one  child  of  nine  years  had  been  given  a full  course  of 
triple  vaccine  and  a booster  dose.

one  at  Front  Street  East,  Bedlington  and  the  other  at  Clayton  Street, 
Bedlington,  The  premises  are  visited  regularly  and  no  infringements 
have  been  found, 

ANILIAL  BOARDING  ESTABLISHMENTS  ACT,  1963 

Two  boarding  kennels,  one  at  Bothalhough,  Choppington  and  the  other 
at  ’’Springdawn” , Sheepwash  Bank,  are  licensed  under  this  Act,  Very  high 
standards  are  maintained, 

RIDII^  ESTABLISIEyiENTS  ACTS.  1964/70 

One  licence  is  in  force  for  the  riding  school  at  "Springdawn”, 
Sheepv/ash  Bank,  The  stables  accommodate  13  ponies,  two  of  which  are 
young  ponies  not  used  at  the  school.  The  licence  is  granted  on  receipt 
of  a veterinary  surgeon’s  report  on  the  suitability  of  the  premises, 
means  of  isolation  and  the  condition  of  the  animals,  saddlery,  feeding, 
etc. 


SCRAP  METAL  DEALEP>S  ACT,  1964 

At  the  end  of  the  year  a total  of  19  scrap  metal  dealers  were 
registered  with  the  local  authority.  There  v/ere  2 new  registrations 
and  a fvjrther  2 dealers  re-aregistered, 

Eij^it  dealers  have  scrap  yards  or  stores  within  the  district,  four 
are  itinerants  collecting  door  to  door. 
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AGRICULTURE  (SAFETY,  HEALTH  & YffiLFARE  PROVISIONS)  ACT«  1956 

There  are  now  28  agricultural  holdinga  in  the  district  and  all  conforn 
to  the  welfare  standards  required  by  the  Act* 


WATER  SUPPLY 


All  houses  in  the  district  have  a nains  supply  from  the  County 
Borou^  of  Tynenouth  Water  Undertaking,  Throughout  the  year  the  water 
has  been  adequate  and  of  good  quality.  Seven  houses  still  v/ith  a 
standpipe  in  the  back  yard  v/ill  be  dealt  v/ith  on  the  slun  clearance 
progranne. 

The  Hunford  Mill  Swiniaing  Pool  opened  on  20th  June  and  remained  open 
until  19th  September,  During  the  three  months  admissions  totalled  9,053, 
The  river  water  used  is  sand  filtered  and  chlorinated  before  entering  the 
pool,  30  Samples  of  water  were  taken  from  the  pool  for  bacteriological 
examination  by  tlie  Public  Health  Laboratory  with  good  results, 

27  Samples  were  taken  from  the  remedial  baths  at  the  Miners* 
Rehabilitation  Centre,  Hartford,  19  Results  showed  NIL  coliform  bacilli 
per  100  c,c*s,,  whilst  8 samples  varied  from  8 to  180+  coliform  bacilli 
per  100  c,c*s, 

2 Samples  of  nains  water  gave  a NIL  result. 


CLEAN  AIR  ACT.  1956/68 

Action  was  taken  under  this  Act  for  various  nuisances  arising  from 
smoke  from  a factory  chimney,  smoke  and  smells  from  a burning  colliery 
spoil  heap,  dust  from  a concrete-making  factory,  dust  from  red  shale 
removal  from  bumt-out  spoil  heaps,  and  dust  from  Power  Station  fly  ash 
disposal. 

In  three  cases  statutory  notices  were  served. 


CARAVAI'I  SITES  ACT.  1960/68 

One  site  at  Stakeford  Bridge  is  still  licensed  for  6 caravans.
